FOR U. S. GOVERNMENT 


Now London, Sept. 29.—J. \V, Ford- 


ham, a Howard fiti-ect blacksmith, has 
signed a contract 
to furnish 
1000 


shark hooks for the U. S. government, 
300 hundred of which arc to be ready 
within —0 days, ajid 
tho remaining 


700 tn bo ready within 21 days aCtcr 
IVio'Jlrst shipment. 


The hooks are to be used 
in three 


different sizes, nninoly tho 7-15 hook, 
which Is 11 inches long; tha 3-8 hook, 
which Is 10 inches long, nnd tho 
hook, which is nine- Inches long. Each 
hook has a chain of about 12 inches 
attached to It, at the end of which is 
a smal Isvvlvel.' 


Contracts for tills kind of hook ,are 
lns let in varlousv'places by tho gov- 


ernment. Owing to tho scarcity of 
leather in this country -the govern- 
ment is making an attempt to nso the 
hide of tho shark, which causes tho 
sudden, dom.tnd for hooks. Should tho

prove satisfactory

17.30 u month, but In Canada and Aus- 
tralia which pay him $33 and $43.80 
while ho Js engaged In foreign service. 
In addition to the soldier's pay the 
wife and children of 
the Canadian 


soldier receive from the Government 
$20 a month; and the allowance to tho 
family of Die Australian soldier varies 
according; to" the number, of children 
up to a maximum 
of nearly $30 a 


month. 


The pensions allowed by 
law 
to 


wives and children of soldiers killed In 
service nit; shown to be considerably 
higher also In Great Britain and thn 
British dominions than in the .United 
States. And the report describes vnr- 
ious ways in wliloh foreign Govern-: 
ments are making an effort to meet 
the special needs of Individual famil- 
ies. 


In presenting this report to the Sec- : 


rctai-y of Labor, tho chief of the Clill- J 
drcn's Bureau speaks of tho general 
study of child welfare In the warring 
countries which Is being1 conducted by 
Che Children's Bureau and says: 


"Tho relation of all these questions 


of child welfare (o the living condi- 
tions Ijeliiml the lines Is clear. It Is 
also plain that the living conditions in 
targe measure depend upon tho pro- 
visions made by the respective Govern 
,mcnta for soldiers and their depend- 
ents. And since the withdrawal of men 
from the ordinary walks of life to form 
i large army must create similar pro- 
blems here, the question of what coun- 
tries offer important suggestions for a 
system of soldiers' 
compensation In 


this country becomes at onco basic to 
the "consideration of child welfare In 
war time. 


"The material contained In the ac- 


companying report, together with the 
earlier report upon the Care of De- 
pendents of Enlisted Men In Canada, 
has been already utilized In drafting a 
proposed measure for soldiers' com- 
pensation in the United States by the 
iron.

allowances to families of men In ac-
